LIEUT. BENNER. 
DEATH OF A BRAVE MAN. 
G@pecial Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louw, Oct. 17.—A private telegram to 
United States District-Attorney Bliss this 
morning aunounces the sad intelligence of the 
death of Lieut. H. H. Benner, in charge of the 
relief boat John M. Chambers, which left this 
city afew weeks ago to gothe assistance of 
the yellow-fever sufferers in the South. His 
decease occurred ata point some miles below 
Vicksburg. Lieut. Benner caught the disease 
from having given up his stateroom to a lady 
from the infected district; who was herself 
suffering under the disease, thuuch she may 
have been unaware of the fact at the time. 

The announcement was made, a few days ago, 
shortly.after Lieut. Benner had been taken sick, 
that he had died of the disease, but it proved 
premature, and hopes were beginning to be en- 
tertained by his numerous friends in this city 
that be would finally recover. 

PIRST-LIBUT. A. K. BENNER 
served throughout the War in the Eighteenth 
lilinois Volunteers, in which he was made Cap- 
tain March B, 1865, and was mustered out Dec. 
16, 1865. Ou the 18th of June. 1867, he was ap- 
pointed from Illinois Second Lieutenant in the 
Eighteenth Infantry, regulars, and promoted to 
First Lieutenant May 1, 1875. His birthplace 
was in Pennsylvania. 
GRIEF IN VICKSBURG. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

VickspurG, Miss., Oct. 17.—Lieut. H. H. 
Benner, the hero of the relief-boat, was taken 
with the fever last Sunday morning, and this 
morning at 2:30 o’clock death ensued. Every- 
thing possible was done that medical skill could 
devise. The prayers of thiscommunity went up 
in behalf of the brave om maunder that he might 
de saved, but in vain. This evening the whole 
city is in mouruing for bim who died in behalf 
of his fellow-men. An extract from the even- 
ing paper says of him: 

A soldier of the Stars and Stripes, he cast his 
life, his fame, and fortune against the South mili- 
tant and triumphant. When he dame to conquer 
in the glorious cause of suffering humanity, he laid 
his hearty hand upon the brow of a dying people in 
the way of gentle kindness and lovable consola- 
tion. Then his mission was to rescue 
and to save, and he died for those same 
people against whom he lifted a manly 
hand when they were strong, and extended 
a soothing one when they were weak and lowly. 
Born in the quiet village of Woodstock, in the 
State of Illinois, near the City of Chicago, thirty- 
eight years ago, he answered promptly to the first 
rataplan of the soul-stirring drum, and hastened 
with the musket of an humble private sol- 
dief to do what he thougnt right for 
his country in the war between the States. 
The sabre and epaulettes of a Captain 
were conferred upon him for bravery on the blaz- 
ing field and kindness in the quiet bivouac. 
Against the caution of friends, contrary to the 
prayers and protestations of wife and loved ones, 
hejconsented, while stationed at Atlanta, Ga., to 
take command of the relief-boat Chambers, sent 
to the aid of our afflicted people by the 
citizens of St. Louis, Chicago, and 
other Northern cities. A First-Lieutenant, he 
has outranked in Heaven, by his devotedness and 
daring and modest worth, the most tinseled and 
gartered knight that ever strode the rugged fields 
and velveted halb of earth. To the widowed wife, 
who wrings her anguished hands in inconsolable 
woe, in the unscathed City of Atlanta, we wouldsay 
that a forgetiess people shed their tears in unison 
with hers. To the two little orphans who will 
know a father’s sustaining presence, example, and 
protection nevermore, we wouid say that a sore- 
hearted but generous South will take them to her 
sorrowing bosom, and care for them with that sa- 
credness of love that can only come of the inten- 
sity of grief, and that their proudest heritage is to 
be the descendants of Lieut. H. H. Benner. 

FEELING. 

Since the inception of the plague there has 
not been such a universal expression of public 
feeling and sympathy as was displayed this 
evening. There was a general suspension of 
business. Stores were closed and draped in 
mourning. Flags nung at half-mast at the 
Elevator, Compress, Herald office, engine- 
houses, steamers, and the landing aud 
other public places. The whole city 
turned out en ‘masse. There was the 
Old Guard. — double veterans now, 
of war and pestilence. Many of them, like a 
large majority of those attending, showed plain- 
ly in their pale faces and attenuated forms their 
struggies and escape from our fell visitation. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The body laid in state in Genella’s Hall until 
9p. m., and was visited by thousands. They 
came of all ranks, high and low, rich and poor, 
white and black, to pay their last sad respects to 
the brave and humane soldier whose name and 
memory is now coupled with the historic City of 


’ Vicksburg as long as time lasts ana deeds like 


his are emulated and remembered. The fol- 
lowing was the published order of the day: 
FUNBRAL OF LIEUT. u. u. BENNER. 

The following order is promulgated for the in- 
formation of those desiring to participate in the 
funeral services of the officer who has just fallen 
in performance of the noblest duty which ever fell 
to the lot of a soldier.

THE CORTEGE 
was formed and moved piomptly at the appoint- 
ed hour. The large number in the different or- 
ganizations was noticeable and unexpected. In 
the representative organizations were the Dray- 
men’s and Laborer’s ieiation and the Vicks- 
burg Union No. Ll, two . colored societies, 
the first in handsome alia, the second in 
the old Continental uniform, headed by the 
Hill City Band, (colored) Then followed the 
citizens, and every available carrisge, etc., in 
the city. The funeral Mached the cemetery 
just as the sun was sinkimg in the west, and in 
a lovely spot in that beautiful of ceme- 
teries the remains of af that was mortal of 
Lieut. Benner was consigped to their last rest- 
ing place, with the impféssive and beautiful 
ceremony of the Episcopal Church. 

THE FLORAL OFFERINGS 
were of the rarest and most beautiful flowers of 
the Sunny South, covering almost from view 
the handsome Oriental casket. Bishop Adams’ 
remarks at the grave werd a beautiful, eloquent 
tribute to the dead, aud a consolation to the 
living, that moved may to tears. It was a 
scene not to be forgotten, of . heartfelt sympa- 
thy and sorrow.

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 17.—News of the 
death of Lieut. Benner, in command of the 
relief-boat at Vicksburg, caused much sorrow 
here. Gov. Shepherd aud John T. Mitchell, of 
Washington, at the head of the Relief Commis- 
sion, under whose control the boat was, broke 
down with grief when the dispatch came. The 
Secretary of War, in the Beginning, had stated 
that he would not order officer to service on 
that enterprise, but that ht would give permis- 
siou to army officers to go Who might choose to 
volunteer. Lieuts. Benner and Hall did volun- 
teer, and Benner has fallen. There seemed to 
have been some misunderstanding at Vicksburg 
as to the persons who had the relief-boat in 
charge, and one of the civil employes turned it 
over to the Howards, and #0 telegraphed here 
this morning. There was no authority to do 
this, and the Secretary of War immediately tel- 
egraphed to Lieut. Hall, the surviving military 
officer, to take charge of the boat, and to pro- 
ceed to the lower quarantine at St. Louis. 

To the Western Assoviated Press. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 17,—At a meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Yellow 
Fever Relief Commission t-day the sad an- 
nouncement of the death Lieut. Benner, U. 
S. A., commanding the relief-boat John M. 
Chambers on its expedition down the Missis- 
sippi River, was made by the Chairman, who 
paid a tribute to the courage and bravery of the 
officer who had voluntarily risked his life in the 
cause of mercy and Lumanity. 

Secretary McCrary and the officers of the 
Relief Commission to-day telegraphed the ofli- 
cial commanding the steamer to proceed up the 
river to quarantine, below St. Louis. Money 
will be sent them to supply all wauts. 


MEMPHIS. 
LOWER TEMPERATURE. 
Specia’ Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Memp ais, Tenn., Oct. 17.—After an all-night 
rain-storm the mofning dawned with almost a 
clear sky and a rapidly lowering temperature, 
which continued throughout the day, until, at 
this writing, we are promised aj sublime frost, 
which may make ice in the gutters.

80 it is 
with many others who heeded not the warnings 
daily published by the Health and Medical 
Board. 

A REMARKABLE FEATURE 
in cohnectién with the returning refugees is 
that their cases nearly always prove fatal. 

Mr. H. B. Howell, the prominent Front street 
grocer, who remained in the city throughout 
the epidemic, was siricken down this morning, 
the only prominent case I have heard of up to 
this writing.

at Elmwood Cemetery, attended by fifteen or 
twenty intimate friends of the family. The 
funeral service was read by the Rev. Dr. Dal- 
zell, Episcopal, of Shreveport.

I havé read the publications in the Tribune of 
the 8th inst., purporting to be translations of 
cipher telegrams relating to the canvass of votes 
in Florida at the Presidential election of 1876; 
and have looked over those printed in the 7ril- 
une of this morning relatiug to the canvass in 
South Carolina. 

I have ne knowledge of the existence of these 
telegrams, nor any information about them ex- 
cent what has been derived from or siuce the 
publications of the Tribune. 

So much for these telegrams generally. I 
shall speak yet more specifically as to some of 
them. 

First—Those which retate to.an offer purport- 
ing to have been made in behalf of some mem- 
ber of the State Board of Canvassers of Florida, 
to give, 

POR PECUNIARY COMPENSATION, 
certificates to the Democratic Ficctors who had 
been actually chosen. None of these telegrams, 
nor any tclegram communicating such offer, 
or relating to such offerywas seen by me, 
translated to me, or the contents of it in any 
manner made known tome. I had no know!l- 
edge of the existence or purport of any telegram 
relating to that subject. Nor did I learn the 
fact that such offer of Floridg certificates had 
been made until long after the th of Decem- 
ber, at which time the certificates were deliy- 
ered and the Electoral vetes cast, and when the 
ipiormation casualiy reached me, as of a past 
event, it was accompanied by the statement that 
the offer had been rejected.

BO negotiation of that nature in behalf of any 
member of such Board or with any such mem- 
ber; no attempt to influence the action of any 
such member, or to influenve the action of any 
Elector of President and Vice-President by such 
motives, 


WAS EVER ENTERTAINED, 
considered, or tolerated by me or by anvbody 
within my influence, by my consent or by my 

ledge or acquiescence. No such contem- 
plated transaction could at any time have come 
within the range of my power without that 
power being instantly cxerted to crush it out.

It is an interesting circumstance that, al- 
though thé negotiator apparently entertained 
no doubt of the “good faith” of the persons 
with whom he was dealing, he had little conti- 
dence in the value of the proposed purchase, 
and he constantly pressed bis principals in New 
York to buy elsewhere if he could.

THE EXPOSURE, 

HOW THE DISPATCHES CAME TO LIGHT—SENA- 
TOR MORTON'S LITTLE STRATAGEM—MR, 
ORTON’S TENDER OF TELEGRAMS AND GOOD 
ADVICE. 

Correspondence New York Herald (Ind.). 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 12.—Those pe- 
culiar cipher dispatches ” have been the sub- 
ject of a great deal of discussion among politi- 
cians of both parties here since their publica- 
tion, and, as this is the place where they first 
came under the eyes of Republicans, your cor- 
respondent has made the attempt, by careful 
inquiry in different quarters, to discover their 
history. The following particulars seem 
to me to be well established, but they come to 
me not asa connected story, but in parts from 
various sources, and it is possible that these 
parts may not be stated in what follows in their 
proper successidn; otherwise there is reason to 
believe them to be substantially true. If so, 
they disclose an entirely new and hitherto—to 
the public—unknown reason for the confidence 
with which {the Republican chiefs carried on 
their part of the contest for the Presidency 


during February. 1877. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Watterson 
and some other Democrats at that time loudly 
and persistently urged the summoning to Wash- 
ington of not less than 100,000 unarmed citi- 
zens’ to attend the inauguration. It was in- 
sisted that this corps of visitors should be 
unarmed, and Mr. Watterson at least always as- 
serted that they ought to come very quietiy and 
merely as a moral foree. Some mocrats, 
more zealous than he, wished to increase the 
number of these spectators to 500, 000; and 
it was understood that Mr. Watterson at one 
tinre stood ready to guarantee that 100,000 
— come from his oon State of Kentucky 
Alone. 

While this half-crazy plan was under discus- 
sion for forcibly inaugurating Mr. Tilden, it 
may be remembered that Mr. David Dudley 
Field, as the particular representative of Mr. 
Tilden in the House of Representatives, 
avowed his determination to continue the 
filioustering, even in spite of the conclusion of 
a Democratic caucus to let the cottnt go on. He 
and the celebrated Springer, of IIIineis, with a 
few equally wild spirits (among them Black- 
burn, of Kentucky), were of this mind. It is 
said that this disposition.to filibuster the count 
past the 4th of March had, up to a certain point, 
the secret support of Mr. Tilden, who regretted, 
after the Electoral Commission bill passed, that 
he had delayed to instruct the Democrats to op- 
pose it, and who gave his consent privately to 
the filibustering; 

DEMAND FOR THE DISPATOHES. 

In the same month of February Mr. Field’s 
Committee in the House and Senator Morton’s 
Committee in the Senate almost simultaneously 
demanded of the Wesiern Union Telegraph 
Company the election dispatches of both sides. 
Mr. Orton, then President of the Company, re- 
fused to surrender them, and here be- 

ins the curious story which is whispered 
vere in Demucratic as well as political 
circles. It is said that Mr. Field had 
obtained possession of copies of a num- 
ber of Republican dispatches, some of them 
damaging to persons at least as high as Sena- 
tors, and others of them in cipher, but hinting 
at matters and suggesting things which it was 
believed the Republicans would not like to bave 
disclosed to the public. He, it is said, wished 
to get hold of the whole Republican correspond- 
ence, believing that this would enable him to 
decipher some dispatches already iu his posses- 
sion and to make clear the meaning of 
otners. It is added that before requiring 
the production of the Republican dispatches 
he prudently consulted Mr. Hewitt, the Chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee, as 
to whether any damaging discoveries could be 
made against the Democrats, and that Mr. 
Hewitt assured him, for himself and for the 
National Committee, that he might safely go 
ahead, because there was nothing on the Demo- 
cratic side which would not bear the light. 
Thereupon he demanded the dispatches: the 
Senate Committee at once sued a similar 
requisition, and Mr. Orton, formally refusing in 
order to gain time, came to Washington. 

The following is the story of what he did 
here. It is said that he plainly told a Demo- 
cratic and Republican Senator in a secret inter- 
view: Lou are threatening the country with a 
horrible scandal, 1 am trying to prevent it by 
retusing to give up the dispatches. But I wish 
you to know that Ihave po notion of going to 
jail to please any of you. If yout insist on their 
production you shall have them, but they 
will not |help either party. They convict 
conspicuous men on both sides. Iknow what 
Lam talking about, and to prove it to you I will 
show you two orthree examples of what your 
investigation would bring out against both sides 
if you force me to give up the dispatches.” 
Whereupon it is said he showed to these two 
Senators, one Republican and the other Demo- 
cratic, certain dispatches compromising persons 
of a good deal of importance on each side. It is 
said that the two Senators, cach for himself, 
thereupon declared that they were not 
inclined to stand behind any one 
who had done wrong; that 80 
far as they were concerned they would insist ou 
the production of the dispatches, and that they 
were not disinclined to see political ruin over- 
take men who had acted the part these. dis- 
patches seemed to denote. 

SENATOR MORTON’S STRATAGEM. 

Thereupon Mr, Orton determined to surren- 
der the dispatches, and, the story says, caused 
them to be sent to the Senate Committee; and 
that, when they got there, Senator Mor- 
ton, as Chairman of that Committee, fully 
alive to everything which might damage 
the Democrats or prevent damage to the Repub- 
licans, made a careful secret examination fof 
them, m the course of which he found the 
cipher dispatches now getting published, and 
other matter so dangerous to the Democrats 
that at first he was inclined to fling the whole 
before the public as the best way to ruin Mr. 
Tuden's hopes. But he and the one or two 
whom he took into his confidence. soon 
saw that the work of deciphering the dis- 
patches would take a great deal of time; 
they saw also, it is said, that a one-sided ex- 
posure would not be permitted by public opin- 
ion, and that if both sides were to be shown up 
the Republicans would also be disgraced. There- 
upon, this story goes on, Senator Morton de- 
termined upon a shrewder and farther-reachi 
stratagem. He bundled up the Democratic au

The object of the meeting, he supposed, was to 
complete the transfer of the Peninsula Road, 
with its franchise, land-grant, and 60 on, to 
what he supposed was the Chicago & North- 
western, but it might bave been to Mr. Smith. 
Mr. Tilden, or Mr. Dunlap individually. He did 
not know whether Mr. Tilden owned any of its 
stock or bonds or uot. The business was mostly 
done by Mr. Harvey. There were just the re- 
quired number of stockholders—twenty-tive— 
and . enough stock subscribed to make it a 
legal corporation. The organizers of the road 
Succeeded in getting a valuable land-grant, 
found that they hadu't money to make the 
thing pay, and looked around to see who would 
buy. Harvey and Smith had a falling-out,“ 
which ran along some little time, the difficulty 
being their inability to agree as to how much 
compensation the stockuolders were to receive 
for the transfer. The matter was finally arbi- 
trated, and the arbiigators awarded $50,000, 
When the agreement to arbitrate was made 
witness put his interests into “the pool“ and 
took his chances to get something out of the 
arbitration.

PORTER DESERVED DEATH. 


What President Lincoln Thought of the 
Sentence—Important Testimony by Mr. 
Robert Lincoin—What His Father Said to 
Him About the Sentence of the Court-Mar- 
tial—Porter’s Own Words the Worst Evi- 
dence Against Him.

Robert T. Lincoln, son of the late President 
Lincoln, was the next witness. Mr. Liocoln 
recollected having a conversation with his 
father relative to the Fitz John Porter case; 
the interview took piace in his father’s office in 
the President’s Mansion at Washington. He 
was unable to fix the date witn precision, but it 
was ly very early in the montn of Janu- 
ary, 1863; his father referred to the finding of 
the court-martial, and was very severe in his 
condemnation of Gen, Porter. He could not 
say with certainty whether it was just before or 
just after his father had approved the sentence 
of the court. His father gave him some ac- 
count of the case as it was reported to him, and 
told bim the substance of a note written from 
Gen. Porter to Gen. McDowell on the afternoon 
of the battle. in which the former stated that 
he believed our forses were being beaten, aud 
he was about to withdraw toward Manassas. 
He remembered one remark of his father’s par- 
ticularly; it was: In my opinion the conduct 
of Gen. Porter, taken in connection with that 
letter, has been such as to justify a sentence of 
death.“ He did not distinctly recollect any 
other details in the conversation, but be remem- 
bered, in a general way, that nis father was 
very strong in his condemnation of the letter. 
His father’s remarks conveyed the impression 
to him tuat he regarded the sentence of the 
court-martial as too mild, rather than too 
severe.

his pocket, took off the hat, examinea it care- 
fully, and, as it appeared to be nothing better 
than common straw, thought he must have mis- 
understood the answer, and agaiu inauired the 
price, getting the same reply. The interpreters 
were calied into help make the matter clear, 
but there was vo doubt that the price was 
$1,000. But it came out after a while that the 
price was calculated in what the shopkeeper 
called “our money.“ Mr. Wade produced some 
greenbacks, and the shopkeeper selected 
$4 of the American as 
the equivalent of $1,000 Haytien 
curren¢ey, and Mr. Wade wore off his hat. Anoth- 
er member of the party bought achip hat held 
at $90 for 50 cents, and another a hat held at 
$1,540 for 86. Russet apples brought from the 
United States, which bad been peeled and had 
the decayed spots cut out, were on sale at $20 
each, but 10 cents in silver would secure one. 
Suits of clothes of coarse gtuif rauged from 
$3,000 to $10,000. 

The movey being so cheap, of course a fe 
dollars, or a few hundred dollars, was not taken 
muck account of. Prices were not at ail uni- 
form, but varied greatly in adjoming shops. 
The money appeared to be pretty nearly an 
absolute money,”’ with no definite relation to 
the standard money of the world. In computin 
the discount for gold some allowed $100 an 
some $250 for $1. We quote an interesting pas- 
sage from Gen. Bovaton’s letter describing some 
of the beautiful features of this finance system 
which js now recommended to the people of the 
United States: 

Jue scene in the large commercial houses 
was an instructive one. Some of the party 
visited a large coffee house fronting the quay. 
There was a great stock on hand, and it was dis- 
posed in immense piles reaching the ceiling and 
extending the length of the warehouse. In the 
clear space near the door, and adjoming the 
office, sat a negro woman balf concealed amon 
several piles of what all mistook for bundles of 
rags. She was rapidly pulling over what gp- 
peared to be packages of waste paper and rags, 
and dépositing them in large baskets near her. 
it seemed to all that ap establishment deal- 
ing so heavily in coffee should add small deai- 
ings in rags to its business. Passing along the 
block the same scene was presented at stores of 
every class. No matter. what the business, there 
in the space outside the office was the sorter of 
rags. The involuntary question, Does every- 
body in Port-au-Prince deal in rags!’ was soon 
answered by the explanation that these 
sorters were and 
ing money. enough, this 
was the true solution. The whole 
party stopped at the next pile. A woman sat 
on the floor with a heap containing several 
bushels of various sized bundles of dirty paper 
about her. These she, was examining, opening, 
and counting some, and distributing all into three 
baskets, cach holding fully a bushel. There 
seemed to be no tear of its being stolen, for the 
woman allowed members of the party to han- 
die it, and even to sort over the loose speci- 
mens, and for a few silver pieces specimens of 
nearly all varieties which the beap contained 
were readily precured.” 

This is a picture which we must suppose it 
would delight the inflationists tosee reproduced 
in every commercial city of the United States. 
It was not unusual,“ continued Gen. Boynton, 
„to gece porters or clerks passing along the 
streets with a full haif-bughel of n@tes tied up 
and marked with their face value, on their way 
to make purchases and settle bills. Those whu 
went.to market carried a full basket of monev, 
for which an equal bulk of merchandise was 
not always obtained. 
were not seen, though some of the great

| baskets of greenbacks passing along tue streets 


were doubtless on their way to be deposited.“ 

This money was in all essential respects just 
what the inflationists desire to introduce. It was 
cheap; it was abundant; it was legal-tender; it 
was irredeemabie; it was pon-exportabiec, Sure- 
ly Hayti ought to have been at the highest point 
of felicity and prosperity. But yet tue people 
were not happy. Wretchedness existed on all 
sides. Everybody bad money by the bushel, but 
tbe republic was shaking with efforts at rebell- 
ion, the chief cause of complaint being that 
money had no value. There had been issue 
after issue of greenbacks, and this process car- 
ried on until every man, woman, and child 
could easily secure asupply. But when it came 
to buying bread with it, the situation became 
serious, and so the republic was in a ferment, 
aud insurrection was threatened on cvery hand.“

Congress in the November election. The 
field is almost as badly mixed as the recent 
Parliamentary field in Germany. There are 
Republicans, Independent Republicans, 
Democrats, Independent Demccrats, BurLxx 
Democrats, Greenbackers, Independent 
Gregfibackers, two or three factions of Green- 
backers distinguished from the original 
by the names of their leaders, Conservatives, 
People’s candidates, Prohibitionists, and So- 
cialists. 


By a resolution passed yesterday, a Com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Association is request- 
ed to meet and confer with a Committee of 
the County Board for the purpose of devising 
the best means for raising funds to continue 
the work on the Court-House Building.

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MR. TILDEN’S PLEA. 

Mr. TrupEN’s open letter on the subject of 
the cipher dispatches is more of a whin 
than a denial. In that respect it is charac- 
teristic, for Mr. TDN has given himself up 
to lamentation, either personally or by proxy, 
ever since CON failed him and the Oregon 
vote slipped through his fingers. It has be- 
come exceedingly tedious, and the exposure 
of the Democratic efforts at bribery in Flor- 
ida and Sbuth Carolina has not had the effect 
of drawing out any new sympathy for the 
tiresome lament. 

So far as the denial goes, it is sufficiently 
broad and sweeping in its terms. Every 
one who reads it this morning will be im- 
pressed with the fact that Mr. Tibx desires 
to say he knew nothing about the scandalous 
business.

DEN residence in Gramercy Park; that they 
were exchanged between PELTon, at the New 
York end, and MannLx, at the Florida end,— 
the one the nephew and confidential agent of 
Tupkx, and the other his chosen political 
lieutenant. It would be difficult for any 
man environed by so closely-linked a chain 
of convicting circumstances to free himself 
by the simple plea of not guilty” which 
ninety-nine out of every one hundred enter 
up; but it is especially difficult (we are 
tempted to say impossible) for a man like 
Tun to earn immunity from suspicion by 
such a plea, for it is not the first time that 
he has been accused of disreputable conduct 
under circumstances equally suspicious, A 
man who amassed a great fortune in rail- 
road-wrecking; a man who is believed to 
have purchased the nomination for Presi- 
dent; a 1. an who is to-day on trial for de- 
frauding the Government by swearing to a 
false income, and who recently used cipher 
telegrams to sanction the forcible suppres- 
sion of evidence calculated to help convict 
him,—such a man can scarcely command the 
confidence of the American people by merely 

is not guilty, when all the circum- 
opposed to such a theory. 

We are inchined to think, too, that most of 
those who read Ti_pen’s letter will come to 
the conclusion that he doth protest too 
much.“ When he scoffs at the idea of trying 
to purchase Electors because his own Elect- 
ors ‘‘ had been actually chosen,” and when 
he boasts that if any proposition for bribery 
had come within his power he would have 
used that power to crush it out,” there is 
an assumption of virtue which will bring a 
smile even to the lips of Democrats Who are 
now mourning over the exposure of Democrat- 
ic corruption.

We shall not stop to consider Mr. T- 
pEN’s “argument” to show that he is the 
President; it is an argument known in logic 
as ‘“‘ begging the question.” His present 
complaint about Congress abdicating loses 
most of its force when we recall Mr. Hew- 
rrr's testimony to the effect that he (TI. 
DEN) approved of what he now calls abdi- 
cation,” and the phrasing whereby he seeks 
to picture the high and unrestricted authority 
of Congress to count the votes is a con- 
firmation of the right of Congress to adopt 
the method finally chosen. All this, how- 
ever, is foreign tothe case in hand. The 
only question is whether Mr. Tipsn’s 
denial, scrutinized in the light of the cir- 
cumstances we have stated, is entitled to 
belief, A very large par of the American 
people, without. regard to party, will con- 
clude that it is not.

WAITING FOR THE ICEBERG. 

Mr. Cartes Francis Apams hitherto has 
been considered so far removed from the 
frailty that characterizes ordinary humanity 
that he has come to be popularly regarded as 
a sort of vestal virgin of the masculine per- 
suasion seated upon an iceberg so cold, so 
glassy, so high, so impenetrable, that its 
summit has never yet thawed sufliciently to 
dampen the seat of his trousers. A man 
occupying such a position of low thermome- 
ter, where butter never melts in the mouth 
and smiles freeze instantly, may affect to 
criticise the rest of the world beneath him, 
appoint himself Judge and jury in all cases 
affecting the welfare of maukind, consider 
himself proof against the blandishments and 
temptations that affect other people who 
can’t sit on icebergs and enjoy themselves, 
and at liberty to give his opinions whether 
any one asks for them or not. 

Acting in this capacity, Mr. CuHar.rs 
Francis Apams, upon the occasion of the 
Presidential election, informed the country 
of his disapproval of its action, although 
the country had not expressed any wish to 
hear from the top of the iceberg. He told 
the people they had done wrong to consent to 
an Electoral Commission. He characterized 
the members of the Senate and of the Su- 
preme Court as dishonorable. He applied 
the brand of fraud” to the President-elect. 
Now, if things appeared in this light to him 
on the top of the iceberg, he may have con- 
sidered it his duty to act the part of the stern 
censor; but since that time there has been 
some fraud going on that is perceptible to 
the naked eye, and its responsibility bas 
been traced directly to the door of 
No. 15 Gramercy Park, where Sau 
J. Trupen lives. The proof is overwhelm- 
ing that Samvuet J. Trpen made overtures 
to pay $50,000 for the Presidency by buying 
up Florida, and that he furnished the sum of 
$80,000 to buy up South Carolina, and only 
failed in each instance through his fatal ma- 
nia for beating down customers. Now if a 
man is going to be the censor of the world 
he must be immaculate himself. It never 
would do for the vestal virgin to keep the 
lamp burning at the shrine and admit lovers 
in by the back door. He must draw no lines 
of distinction. Fraud must be fraud to him 
wherever he finds it, whoever commits it. 
This bundle of fraud was left at Mr. III 
Dis front door several weeks ago, and yet 
not a sound has been heard from the top of 
the iceberg. Is he asleep? Is he frozen to 
death? Is he himself a crystalline, glassy, 
frigid, icy humbug? All the little world is 
watching at the foot of the iceberg for an- 
other brand? What is he doing? Has the 
new fraud thawed the iceberg and drowned 
him ? 


WANTED:--A CANDIDATE. 

The Democrats of the North Side are be- 
tween a shiver and a sweat. There are 
plenty of candidates for Congress, such as 
they are, but the respectable ones don’t stick 
any better than an ungummed stamp. After 
raking the district all over at the ontsct and 
not finding a candidate, the Democracy 
went to Europe and found Lampert Tree, 
and nominated him, helter skelter, and then 
anxiously awaited his arrival to see if he 
would run.

Denunciations of the 
Wassersempel were heard everywhere. 
There was a talk of barricades in the beer- 
saloons. Barley fell in the market. Men 
stopped on the street and asked each other 
if this were a joke. There was hot dis. 
cussion in the beer-saloons as to the avail- 
ability of swinging theſbridges and quarantin- 
ing Evanston. Kern was doubled up with 
the cramps at the prospect before 
him. With Davis at the head of the 
ticket, there would be no more left of him 
after the election than there was of the dog 
whose master tied him to the platform of 
the last car on the lightning express.

Relief came the next day. The calamity 
was averted. Beer was saved and Gemuet- 
lichkeit once more reigned. Dr. Davis de- 
clined.the nomination. Tired of looking for 
candidates, the Committee has once more 
saddled the nomination upon Lamprrt TRez, 
and now declares he must run, whether he 
will or not, If he will not run himself, he 
shall be pulled over the course, He must 
come up to the rack, fodder or no fodder. 
Is this altogether courteous? Is it altogether 
fair to set up a candidate against his will, 
who will make no effort in his own behalf, 
and allow him to be beaten down by his 
opponent without a contest? There are 
other candidates in Europe. Cyrus McCor- 
mick is in Paris, flushed with his victories in 
the World Exposition. Surru, the Peri, is 
in Paris, teaching Gambetta the mysteries of 
the bar’l as a great moral influence in elections. 
Why not set up a man who will make a run? 
Mr. Barser does not desire a walk-over. He 
isaman of action and energy. He wants a 
fair stand-up fight, and asks for no favor. 
Give him some one to defeat. 


SUBSIDY IN A NEW SHAPE. 

A great poet, writing in the interest of 
reform, wound up one of his stanzas by 
telling what, in case of a failure in reform, 
would be the next best thing: 


If we cannot alter things, 
By Gop, we'll change their names, sirs. 


There was a Convention held on Wednes- 
day evening in one of the rooms of the 
Grand Pacific Hotelin this city having for 
its purpose the promotion of international 
commerce, whereby there might be a larger 
trade between the United States and Mexico 
and the Atlantic and Pacific States of South 
America, with Australia, Japan, China, and 
our American neigubofs of Canada and the 
West Indies. The international-com- 
merce proposition isa taking one. It is, 
moreover, a wise and most sensible measure, 
one which has been prohibited for almost a 
generation by our tariff law, and to promote 
which most directly, speedily, and effectually 
requires only the repeal by Congress of the 
protective“ features of our revenue laws. 
The meeting, or Convention, of Wednesday 
evening, with remarkable dexterity on the 
part of the orator and the authors of the 
resolutions, avoided all reference to this 
most serious of all the obstacles to a large 
export trade in American manufactures. 

Gen. Crrus Bussey, President of the New 
Orleans Chamber of Commerce, was present, 
and addressed the assemblage on the subject 
of international trade. The President of 
the United States and numerous other per- 
sous high in official rank had been invited, 
but unfortunately were not able to be pres- 
ent. The speech was an instructive one—on 
international commerce, It was an 
interesting one, showing how civiliza 
tion and commerce always go hand 
in hand, and that true commerce 
consisted of an interchange of commodities, 
We wanted many things, such, for instance, 
as sugar, and the more liberally we bought 
of this the more liberally the foreign pro- 
‘ducers of those articles would buy of our 


cotton goods and u variety of other goods, 


including our provisions. We need not re- 
capitulate the arguments, the illustrations, 
the facts, and figures so ably and clearly pre- 
sented by Gen. Busszr. They were emi- 
nently satisfactory, and ought to be con- 
clusive on the point that a foreign commerce 
is desirable; that the greater this commerce 
the better for this country and for all its in- 
terests; that the United States are so lo- 
cated on the map of the world as to have 
superior advantages for dealing with all the 
States on this continent, and with Japan, 
and China, and Australia; that our va- 
ried climate and productions, our inexhaust- 
ible fuel, our abundance of raw material, 
and cheap food, should enable us to be man- 
ufacturers for all the nations of the earth, 
and hence we ought to have the wealth, rep- 
resented by the products of all the earth, 
pouring into our lap, purchased by an ex- 
change of our own products. With all this 
the readers of THe Trimunez are familiar, 
that question having been long and frequent- 
ly discussed in this paper. 

Having told the story of our commercial 
possibilities, and foreibly contrasted them 
with our actual trade, especially with coun- 
tries with which we had advantageous prox- 
imity, Gen. Bussky explained the real pur- 
pose of his visit here, and of his address. 
The promotion of international commerce 
was the new and euphonious name by which 
he described the granting of subsidies to 
Tom Scorts Texas Pacific tailway, 
and subsidies to various lines of ocean 
steamships running from all the At- 
lantic ports to the West Indies, to 
Brazil, to Buenos Ayres, to Chili, to Peru, 
to Australia, to Japan, and China; and also 
to Germany, France, and Great Britain, 
with at least one line to the forts on the 
Mediterranean, and perhaps another through 
the Suez Canal to the East Indies. From 
remarks made by him we assume that he 
wants a subsidized line of steamers from 
Duluth to Liverpool, which, of course, in- 
cludes anotber line from St. Louis to Lon- 
don. 

Gen. Bussry admitted that the term sub- 
sidy“ had become odious to the American 
people, and hence, we suppdse, the change 
of name from that of an appeal to the peo- 
ple for a subsidy of $150,000,000, cash or 
bonds, to enable some bankrupt construction 
companies to build a railroad, and some fifty 
or a hundred millions of dollars annually 
to subsidize ocean steamships, to that 
of a scheme to promote interna- 
tional commerce.” The thing itself 
has not been changed, Tom  Scorr 
has a right of way and a grant of land to 
build a railroad from a point in Texas 
through the Territories of New Mexico and 
Arizona to a point in California. He wants 
the Government to guarantee the interest 
for forty years on his funds at the rate of 
$35,000 per mile; otherwise he cannot build 
the road. At the same time there is a rail- 
road completed from San Francisco for 700 
miles to the line of Arizona, and the Com- 
pany is asking the right of way only throngh 
the territory to the east. One line asks only 
permission to cross the Government land and 
no subsidy, and the meeting at the Pacific 
Hotel actually voted that Congress ought to 
vote the subsidy—amounting in all to $150,- 
000,000—in order to prevent the other com- 
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pany building the road at its own expense. 
And this should be done under the pretense 
of promoting international trade ! 

The coolest piece of impudence, however, 
was the assbciation of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company with Tom Scorr's 
scheme, The Northern Pacific asks for 
no subsidy. Its construction was inter- 
rupted by the panic and by the failure of 
its managers, and all that the new Company 
asks is that Congress shall extend the time 
in which the road shall be completed. That 
is no subsidy, andjthat is all that is asked; 
and to treat the two measures as identical is 
not honest or just, even to promote inter- 
national commerce. 

The country has tired and become dis- 
gusted with the dishonest system of subsi- 
dies, and will have no more of it, There is 
no more justice or propriety in subsidizing 
steamers running on the ocean than there is 
subsidizing steamers on the internal rivers 
and lakes; and there is no more 
reason or justice in taxing the country 
to enable men to operate ocean steamships 
than there is subsidizing men to build and 
operate canal-boats, or to build elevators 
and warehouses, or to build and operate 
cotton and woolen mills, or to work sugar 
or tobacco plantations, or to grow corn and 
wheat, or to operate a distillery, or carry on 
a dry-goods or a hardware store, a black- 
smith’s shop or a rolling-mill. The whole 


system is rotten and corrupt, false im priu- 


ciple, and unjust in practice,—in fact, it is 
nothing but robbery of the many to support 
a system of genteel pauperism. 

THE COUNTY BOND STEAL. 

There is one houest reporter on the Chica- 
go Times, or rather there was one honest re- 
porter on that paper; we fear that his career 
came toan untimely end yesterday. This 
young man, evidently ambitious to establish 
a good name for the concern which employ- 
ed him, went around among certain taxpay- 
ers to ascertain their opinions about the pro- 
posed issue of $750,000 county bonds for the 
benefit of the Ring. Hg found a unanimous 
sentiment against this audacious steal, and 
honestly reported it as he found it. Besides 
giving the individual expressions of opinion 
which he gathered, he summarized his case 
as follows: 


Those who own any real estate, improved or un- 
improved, in city lots or suburban acreage, and 
those wha own any personal property that is tax- 
able, in short, the taxpaying proportion of the 
community that keeps both the county and munic- 
ipal milla going, are strongly averse to it ji. e. 
the issue of bonds.] Many are afraid that tne 
scheme to get the bonds voted may prevail after 
all, through the carelessness of the people, and 


while they do not hesitate toavow their belief that 


the people will kill the scheme at the polls if they 
keep a strict watch of the tickets, they neverthe- 
less feel apprehensive that some trickery will be 
resorted t that will cause the success of the Coun- 
ty Ring. 

There is no doubt that the reporter who 
wrote the above told the truth, and if he had 
visited 10,000 taxpayers he would have 
found the sentiment opposed to the bonds 
about as unanimous as it was among the few 
whom he actually interviewed. But bow bad 
this reportert’s chances are for keeping his 
place may be inferred from the fact that Mr. 
Srorey, the editor and proprietor of the pa- 
per, printed a leading editorial only a day or 
two before, urging the people to vote the 
Ring bonds. The following is extracted 
from the editorial article : 


There is no question as to the desirability of go- 
ing on with the work; and it is equally not a ques- 
tion as to the fact that the work must stop uniess 
the people of the county permit the loan to ve 
made. Ihe contractors have for months had up- 
hill work. The county certainly ought to 
favor the issue of the 58500, 000 in bonds the call is 
for $750, 000% providing it proposes to have the 
Court-House tompleted. It is simply doing a 
very mean taihg in pursuing a course which per- 
mits its paper to be peddled around the streets and 
held at such a discount. The contractors are en- 
titled to all their money, if they are entitled to any 
ut all. The present course, if persisted in, will 
result in the bankruptey of several contractors and 
the enriching ef a couple of brokers. The decent 
thing to da wonld be to either throw up the work 
orelse vote the loan, and pay the contractors 100 
cents on the doliar. 


While Mr. Storey may discharge his re- 
porter fur telling the truth, which is well 
understood to be opposed to the policy of 
his paper, the reporter in this instance will 
exercise a good deal more influence in the 
community than his less scrupulous em- 
ployer. It is only necessary to keep the 
facts about the proposed issue of Ring bonds 
before the people to insure an overwhelm- 
ing defeat of the scheme. We will restate 
some of them briefly. 

To vote an issue of $750,000 bonds will 
give the present Ring over two miliions of 
dollars to squander and steal during the 
next year, 

The Ring have actually appropriated the 
entire tax-levy for the coming year in gen- 
eral expenses, in order to persuade the public 
that it will be necessary to issue bonds or 
stop work. To vote the bonds, therefore, 
will result im the expenditure of nearly 
$450,000 more during the coming year for 
the support of the county institutions than 
was expended either last year or the year 
before. 

When the Ring desired the public to issue 
$500,000 bonds a year ago, the same au- 
nouncement was made that the bonds must 
be issued or the work stopped; the people, 
nevertheless, refused to vote the bonds, and 
then the Ring was obliged to save money 
out of the general expenses in order to pro- 
ceed with the work. The situation is pre- 
cisely the same this year. 

Up to this time the Ring has been limited 
to the constitutional tax-levy of 75 cents on 
$100, out of which to draw money for build- 
ing the Court-House, and yet it has been 
able to pay out $136,000 in extras (the 
Ring synonym for steals), in addition to the 
granite job, which was also extra.“ To 
place $750,000 in the hands of the Ring, 
plump, in addition to the entire tax-levy, 
will enable the Ring to steal twice as much 
in one year as they have been able to steal 
in two years, 

This bond question is not a party question. 
It is a scheme to plunder the taxpayers out 
of $650,000 at least during the coming year, 
for, if the bonds be voted, $400,000 will be 
spent on general expenses that would other- 
wise be saved, and $250,000 of the $750,000 
bonds will be divided among the Ring. The 
real sentiment of the public on this matter 
has been correctly stated by Mr. Srorry’s re- 
porter, and we doubt whether even Mr. 
Storey will dare to support the job since its 
true inwarduess has been exposed. No 
taxpayer should consent to vote any ticket 
at next month’s election which does not 
conspicuously bear the words; “AGarnst 
THE Issuz or County Bonps.”

In his famous lecture upon Technical Edu- 
cation,” delivered some time ago lu London,

develop into a Bacon, Newton, or FaRapay, if 
he only has an opportunity. ile would confine 
iustruction in the common schools to the com- 
mon branches, but if avy boy or girl developed 
an aptitude for any special branch of learning, 
he or she should have a chance to cultivate and 
make the most out of bis or her natural gifts. 
In other words, Prof. HUXLEY would “build a 
ladder from the gutter to the university, upon 
which every youth should be allowed to pass,“ 
provided there was a good prospect that his 
passage would in the end redound to the credit 


There is little doubt but that a large amount of 
honest effort is wasted by our educational forces 
in this country upon subjects whose innate 
dullness and stupidity are proof, against 
the best methods of the instruction 
and the most brilliant opportunities. And this 
subject, which can only be hinted at here, nat- 
urally suggests whetber we are not departing 
from the original purpose and intent of those 
who planned the common-school system, and 
provided ways and means to carry it on success- 
fully. This f a question that is attracting the 
attention of educators and taxpayers more aud 
more, and will be likely to elicit considerable 
discussion befofe the public mind is settled 
upon it. An article inthe Hducational Weekly 
toucbes the marrow of the matter, in which it 
opposes the plans of industrial education: 

if the State acknowledges or assumes the obliga- 
tion to teack children to saw, to plane, to mortise, 
etc., at what point in the life of the citizen-pupil 
will the State be rid of its obligation? If it teaches 
a boy o be a carpenter, is it not bound to furnish 
him with carpenter-work when he becomes a man? 
If with paternal care it brings a boy up as a Dlack- 
emith. or if it even takes parns to develop in him 
special adaptation to that calling, how Can it ex- 
cuse itself for turning him adrift unemployed 
whew bis school-days end? We foresee the attempt 
to turn our position by applying the argument to 
the present system of education, aud our anewer 
is ready when there is occasion to give it. But we 
insist that the only wise policy for the State to 
pursue is toimpart an education which applies to 


and benefits all men alike. 

The taxpayers are becoming restive under the 
increased burdens that are yearly laid upon 
them to carry out these advanced views of pop- 
ular education. They begin to feel that there 
is a great deal of useless waste in our methods 
of public instruction, and that some wholesome 
reforms in the interest of economy are loudly 
demanded. Not long ago the School Board of 
St. Louis was served with an injunction to pro- 
hibit it from allowing .the German language to 
be taught in the city schools. It was alleged 
that, if this injunction was sustained, it would 
save the city a very large sum annually. The 
spirit of inquiry, as well as the schoolmaster, is 
abroad in the land, and the schoolmaster’s work 
is bound to pass under review.

I 
have no idea, however, that it wiil be repealed, 
The House should pass the bill passed by the Sen- 
ate providing for receiving legal-tender notes for 
4 percent bonds. The bill making legal-tender 
notes receivable for customs entries should also 
pass. Then, with silver coin as well as gold coin 
to redeem in, there can't be any great run on the 
Treasury. Legal-tender notes will be of equal 
value with gold, and there will be little inclina- 
tion to present them for redemption. Again. a law 
passed at the last session prevents the retirement 
of greenback currency. These causes will give our 
currency a reasonable degree of stability, and the 
resumption of specie payments will not be fol- 


lowed by the evils which mapy think it will.“

AUSTRO-TURKISH CONTROVERSY. 

Vrexwa, Oct. 17.—Count Andrassy’s reply to 
the Porte’s circular consists entirely of the 
refutation of the charges of cruelty against the 
Austrian army of occupation in Bosnia and a 
comparison of the present occupation with 
Omar Pasha’s invasion in 1852. The letter is 
generally moderate in tone, but concludes with 
a strong repudiation of what it styles “odious 
calumnies against the army.’’ It also states 
that the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador at 
Constantinople bas been directed to notify the 
Porte of the bad effect which the charges can- 
not fail to produce in Austri¢ and Hungary. 

ENGLAND’S EASTERN POLICY. 

London, Oct. 17.—Asheton Cross, Home 
Secretary, in a speech at Southport to-day, de- 
fended the Goverumeut's past policy. He said 
the Government would never cease until by the 
exercise of their treaty richts they achieved 
Eugland's great civilizing mission in the East.

SPOTTED TAIL’S TRIBE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Omana, Neb.,Oct. 17.—E. D. Pratt, Trader at 
Spotted Tail Agency,-on Rosebud Creek, is in 
this city, accompanied by Standing Bear, a lead- 
ng Chief among Spotted Tailts Indians. It is 
stated by Mr. Pratt that the Indians are well 
satisficd with the move from the Missouri 
River, Maj. Pollock, who successfully and 
economically managed the move, is now arrang- 
ing to give the Indians employment, which is 
having a good effect on them. They seem per- 
fectly willing to become self-sustaining, if only 
given an opportunity to work. They now are 
bauling theirown supplies, aud indian team- 
sters are paid for tae labor. Besides fre'ght 
trains already organized, a pony train, to be 
managed by Indians, is being organized to 
transport supplies, and will consist of 400 ponies 
and 100 Indians. Buildings are being erected at 
the Agency, and everything is being done to 
make them comfortable during thg winter.

NEBRASKA. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 17.—Several unfounded 
reports of Indian depredations in this State 
have got into the press since the Cheyennes 
passed north along the border line. Tzschuck, 
Adjutant-General of the State, 1s now in the 
western part of the State, and telegrapùs to- 
day, from Kearney, to Gov. Garber, that there 
are no hostile ladians within 150 miles of that 
place. and the only depredation committed in 
the State was running off of fort ponies from 
the Wilson ranche, in Dundy County. 

There is considerable auxiety concerning the 
safety of two surveying parties of forty meu, 
who were surveying Government lands on the 
Niobrara River in the immediate track of the 
Cheyennes. No word from them for two weeks.

BLOODY PASSIONS, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 17.—A serious shooting 
affray took place to-day in the Township of 
Redford, ten miles from this city. Alfred Reea 
got into a qugggel with Francis Hubert, a neigh- 
bor, over some cattle of the latter having broken 
into Reed's premises during the previous night. 
While Reed was driving tue cattle into the road 
Hubert came along armed with a gun. Hot 
words passed between the two men, resulting 
in Hubert’s firing at Reed. The: ball entered 
his peck, Reed started for home, followed by 
Hubert, who fired a second shot at him, but 
without effect. Reed then drew a revolver 
aud fired several shots at Hubert. wounding 
him in the hip and right arm. Hubert 
followed up his attack bv clubbing Reed over 
the head with the but-end of the gun, it is 
thought fracturing his skull. Hubert then fled 
to the woods. Officers of this city went in pur- 
suit and succeeded in taking him into custody. 
He was brought to this city and lodged in the 
County Jail. He claims to have been provoked 
to shoot Reed by the latter’s calling him vile 
names. Both men bad been enemies tor some- 
time. They are well-to-do farmers. 

HARD CASE.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 17.—The remarkable trial 
of Sullivan C. Case, on the charge of rape, 
reacbed a verdict this afternoon, and the gray- 
haired, sanctiinonious defendant was convicted, 
punishment being assessed at thirty-three years 
in the Penitentiary. Of all the criminals 
ever arraigned at the St. Louis bar, he 
is regarded as the most remarkable and the 
greatest sinuer. The sentiment which prevails 
against him of the strongest and most dura- 
ble character, and, but for tbe large force of 
police on duty in the city, he would stand 
hourly in danger of being mobbed. As the 
matter now stands, he may dangle under 
the boughs of a tree before he reaches Jeffer 
sou City.

Sherman Satisfied with His Resumption 
Scheme rue South Carolina Revenue 
Cases—A Maryland Shaliow on Woman's 
Rights—Rules Governing the Purchase of 
Silver Bullion.

Wasainoton, D. C., Oct. 17.—Secretary Sher- 
man, since his return from New York, is in the 
best spirits over the prospects of being able to 
resume without the least difficulty on the Ist of 
January. He has no fears of a corner being 
made in gold that will give the Government any 
trouble, and, in fact, he sees his path open 
in every respect to the full com- 
pllance with the law. The Sub-Treasury 
at New. York now holds $100,000,000 of 
gold, and will increase this by $35,000,000 of 
gold and silver by the Ist of January. His visit 
to New York has given him an insight into the 
movements of speculators there, which, if suc- 
cessful, might have proved a slight embarrass- 
ment to resumption. These be will now be able 
to fully counteract. 

The statement made in these dispatches to 
the effect that the friends of Gen. Ewing were 
sasistied that John G. Thompson and Senator 
Thurman both wished and were working for 
Ewing’s defeat, was made upon the authority 
of friends who stood near enough to Gen.

The Sweet-Scented Hyde Park Fertilizing 
Case Before the Supreme Court, 
Sneciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoeton, D. C., Oct. 17.—The Hyde 
Park fertilizing case was argued iu the United 
States Supreme Court to-day. The argument 
of the prosecution was filed by C. W. Hitch- 
cock. Leonard Swett made an oral argument 
forthe Company. The points made for the 
Fertilizing Company were that the charter was 
a property granted, because the animal offal 
and nuisance was in existence prior thereto, in 
consequence Of the slaughtering business then 
being carried on in the city, and the object of 
the charter was to lessen and limit the nuisance. 
The point made, in brief, in behalf of Hyde 
Park, was thatthe State cannot part with its 
police powers, and if it has created a corpora- 
tion which, in the exerci#e of its powers, 
became a nuisance, the State, by virtue cf its 
police powers, Which it always retains, may de- 
stroy it. 

This point was answered by a reference to the 
New Orleans slaugnter-house cases, which de- 
cided that the State of Louisiana, by its Legis- 
lature, could regulate the slaughtering business 
at New Orleans, and lessen the injurious effects 
of it to the community, either by authority del- 
egated to the City of New Orleans or by creat- 
ing a corporation. In accordance with this de- 
cision, it Was contended that the contract creat- 
ing the corporation was itself the excercise of 
police powers under the form of a contract, 
which was held in that case to be lawful, aud, 
the power to make the contract being conceded, 
the duty and power to fulfill it necessarily iol- 
lows. 

Secondlv. it was urged that the State has nev- 
er in fact revoked or annulled the charter of the 
Northwestern Company, because the Village of 
Hyde Park was organized under the general law 
of the State granting general police powers to 
every town so organized, and a general graut to 
this particular corporation. 

Third, if a charter tor a specific period has 
been granted, it may ouly be revoked or an- 
pulled by process of condemnation, for proper- 
ty brought into existence under and by virtue of 
its provisions, which may be done under an act 
of eminent domain, the same as any other pri- 
vate property, may be condemned for public 
purposes. 


CANADA. 


The Prosecution of the Orangemen Ends in 
Total Failure—The New Ministry. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 17.—The trial of the Orange- 
men for uniawfully assembling last 12th of 
July closed to-day. In concluding his charge to 
the jury Judge Ramsay said there was no evi- 
dence whatever to support the indictments, and 
they must discharge the defendants. After a 
few minutes’ deliberation the jury 
brought iu a verdict of not 
guilty. The second case then proceeded 
before a mixed English and French jury. This 
charges the defendant, David Grant, County 
Master, first, with subscribing to a secret oath 
not required by law; and, second, with assent- 
ing to an arrangement whereby secrecy is main- 
tained. Counsel for the prosecution explained 
that this action was not brought to punish Grant, 
but to settle a vexed question for the protection 
of society at large. The evidence was then pro- 
ceeded with, but soon brought to a stand-still 
by witnesses refusing to answer questions 
which might connect them with the Orange Or- 
der. the decision having been given by the 
Judges in Chambers that nobody is compelled 
to criminate himself. Mr. Carter, for 
the prosecution, then said it was use- 
less to continue the case, as the 
necessary evidence could not be given except by 
Orangemen. The jury then returned a verdict 
of not guilty, In answer to an inquiry by Judge 
Ramsay, Mr. Carter said if his clients would be 
guided by his advice, the prosecution would be 
withdrawn. It is likely that action of damages 
for false arrest will be instituted by the Orange- 
men against the prosecution. 

The new Ministry is not yet completed. Mas- 
son, leader of the Quebec Conservatives, has 
not yet arrived from France, where he has been 
spending the summer. The only Ministers yet 
sworn in are Sir John Macdonald, Premier and 
Minister of the Interior; the Hon. S. L. Tilley, 
Finance: the Hon. Charles Tupper, Public 
Works: the Hon. James Macdonaid, Justice; 
the Hon. J. H. Pope, Agriculture; the Hon. 
John O'Connor, President of Council, They 
left for Ottawa this evening.

The Grand Farce of Trial by 


Jury. 


A Verdict Returned for Him in Defiance 
of the Law. 


It Is Summarily Set Aside by the Judge-Ey- 
| cuses of the Jurors. 


The. court-room of Judge Jameson 
was the scene of great excitement yee- 
terday afternoon when the jary in 
the Mike Evans case came in about 
2 o’clock, and astonished the Judge and counsel 
by returning a verdict in favor of Evans. The 
case Was a suit by the People for the use of the 
Town of South Chicago vs. Michael Evaus, the 
South Town Collector in 1875, and his bonds- 
men, B. G. Caulueld. A. W. Edwards, ex-Ald. 
J. H. MeAvov, Pat M. Cleary, County Commis 
sioner, Joseph O. Rutter, T. P. Tallman, R. E. 
Goodell, aud Pat O'Neill, to recover the 2 per 
cent commission withheid by Evans when col- 
lecting the taxes for the city. 

The triel began Monday, and both sides ex- 

austed their challenges in impaneling a jury. 
Alter that was done, Mr. W. H. Barnum, who 
appeared for the town, offered in evidence the 
oflidal bond on which suit was brought, and 
then put on the stand William Beye, Assistant 
County Treasurer, who testified that the amount 
due from Evans was about $30,000. Two 
Justices and two Supervisors were also ex- 
amined, who showed that. Evans had collected 2 
per cent commissions on the taxes collected, 
except the town tax, and had failed to pay it 
over. Mr. Barnum then offered to credit 812. 
000 on the account, that being the amount 
allowed to Evans by the Lown Board, $1,500 
being for his salary, and $10,500 tor office and 
other expenses. 

ö THE DEFENSE | 
offered in evidence a receipt tor $4,900 paid in 
by Evans; also two city ordinances, one show- 
ing thag the city was collecting its taxes under 
the Gederal Revenue law, the other giving 2 per 
cent tothe Collector for collecting its taxes. 
{trey aiso offered the resolutions of the South 
Town Hoard, one on the auditing of Evans’ ac- 
counts us Collector, and allowing bim $12,000; 
the other allowing him the 2 per cent for the 
collection oi the city taxes. 

Mr. Barnum objected to the introduction of 
the las resolution allowing the 2 per cent, and, 
after argument, the objection was sustained 
and the evidence ruled out. 

The law provided that each Town Collector 
should have 2 per cent ou all taxes collected by 
him, but contained two provisos,—one that he 
should pay the excess over $1,500 into the Town 
Irdasury, the other that in case the 2 per cent 
was vot enough tue Town Board could vote 
such alditional sum as they saw fit. Here was 
the legal point in the case, aud the argument 
vecupi¢d over a day. Mr. Barnum contended 
that Eyans was only entitled to $1,500 out of 
the 2 per cent retained by him, that the 2 per 
cent was given to him as Collector as a town 
officer, and all the remainder over 81.500 must 
be paid into the Town Treasury. The defense, 
ou the other hand, alleged, first, that Evans had 
never feceived the money; next, that he bad 
paid it over; aud then that it belouged to hig 
individually. 

The Judge ruled strongly iu favor of the 
plaintiff, and held that Evans must pay the ex- 
cess over $1,500 over to the Town Treasury; 
that he could not even pay it back to the city, 
but it must go to the town. 

The foliowing are 

THE INSTRUCTIONS 
given on behalf of the Town Board: 

The jury are sworn to try this case aceording to 
the jaw and the evidence, and, whatever may be 
your own individual opinions of what the law is or 
ought fo be, you must under your oaths take the 
law of the case from the Court as given to you in 
the instructions, and be governed by it. 

2. You are then instructed as matter of law that 
the Chicago city ordinances in evidence, wherepy 
the Town Collector of the Town of South Chicago 
was allowed a commission of 2 per cent on all col- 
lections by him of city taxes, cannot and do not 
justify or entitle him to keep any such commis- 
siops Uimselt, or relieve him from the necessity of 
accounting for the same to the Town Supervisor of 
suid town, but he and his bondsmen are liabie in 
this action for any such commissions as may be 
shown by the evidence to have been received and 
unaccdunted for by bim to said Supervisor, 
aud they are equally liable therefor, 
if the evidence proves he did not 
retain said commissions, but left or returned them 
to the city instead of paying them over or account- 
ing fot them tothe town aforesaid, which he was 
bound by law to do. 

3.-The Court further instructs the jury that 
Evans, as Collector for the year 1875, was bound 
by law to pay over tothe Supervisor of said town 
toe excess of all his collecuons of town takes of 
said town added to 2 per cent of all his collections 
of other taxes aud assessments over and above 
$12,000 admitted by plaintif® to de hie proper 
credit and allowance for his official salary and ex- 
penses. Therefore, if the jury believe from the 
evidence that said Evans collected for the year 1875 
$16, 330. 52 of town taxes aforesaid, and colléeted 
of State taxes, county and city taxes, and South 


Park assessments, such several sums as that 2 ' 


per cent commissions tbereon amounted respect- 
ively to $1,604.58, $3,475.73, $14. 931.94, and 
$1,330. 60, and so that the total of such collected 
Lown taxes and commissions was 831.673. 37. and 
that the excess of said total over said $12,000 
credit was 510,673.37, then the said Evans was 
pound by law to pay said sum of $19,673.37 to 
the Town Supervisor, and in that case if the jury 
believe from the evidence that said Evans only 
paid over to the Supervisor $4,900, and that the 
residue of said $19,673.37, or $14, 773. 37, re 
mains unpaid, then said Evans and his sureties, 
the defendants herein, are liable in this action 
for $14. 773.37 and you should find your verdict 
accordingly. 

4. oe Court further instructs the jury that 
Evans, as Town Collector, was not bound or per- 
mitted by law to pay tothe county, city, or South 
Park Treasurer the 2 per cent commissions for 
collections by him of any State, county, and ciiy 
faxes and South Park assessments. On the con- 
trary. he was required by law to retain such com- 
missions and pay the excess thereof over his fixed 
salary and allowance into the hands of the Super- 
visor of the Town of South Chicago for the benefit 
of tadtown. Therefore. even if you should be- 
heve from the evidence that said Evans did not re- 
tain the commissions on any city or other tax 
collections, or that having once received he after- 
ward paid the same over to the City or other 
Treasurer, it makes no difference whatever as to 
his and nis sureties’ liability on their bond to ac- 
count for such commissions. 

5. The fifth instruction merely relates to a re- 
cetpt givea in evidence,—that it was not conclu- 
sive, 
6. In order to prove what taxes were collected by 
Evans, the plaintiff was not obliged, by law, to 
introduce the tax- books, warrants, and delinquent 
liste themeetves, nor even certified copies thereof. 
Plaintiff is only required to prove the footing 
figures taken from said books and to show 
by the evidence Of witnesses that said 
Evans returned to the County Treasurer's office 
books. warrants, and delinquent lists from which 
said footings were correctly made up, and that said 
Evans settled withthe County Treasurer by the 
samd footing figures. And if the evidence proves 
he did so settle by such footings, then it is a mat- 
ter of no consequence whetber he ever saw the 
statement-vook referred to by the witnesses or a 
copy of the same; the only proper inquiry being 
whether he settied by the same footings as those 
testified to and shown by the statement- book. 

A WONDERFUL VERDICT. 
The case was given to the jury about noon 


| and at 2 o’clock they returned into court with 


a verdict for the defendant. 

Tie Judge and the counsel for the plaintiff 
werd astounded. The attorneys for the detend- 
ant were not present. 

After the jury were polled, the Judge asked 
the jury on what grounds they based their ex- 
traordinary verdict. 

The foreman replied that it had not been 
proved that Evans was Town Collector. 

The Judge rephed that the bond. which was 
introduced in evidence showed that. 

Mr. Barnum then asked to have the verdict 
set aside instauter as contrary to both law and 
evidence, aud that the jury be discharged irom 
the pauel. 

The Judge—Let the verdict be set aside. It 
is a most unprecedented verdict and an absurdi- 
ty, and cannot be sustained.

A reporter interviewed several of the jurors 
immediately after the verdict, ava the utter 
want of agreement in their reasons for finding 
as they did showed that the flimsy excuse made 
to the Judge was not even distantly related to 
tbe truth. 

Une. of whom it might be said, as of an an- 
client prototope, that his god was his belly, said, 
with a hitch at his waistband, that it was a great 
mistake to send à jury out without their din- 
ner, and it influenced their verdict, ‘But 
why,” pertivently inquired Mr. Barnum, * did 
it iatinence you in favor of the deleuse !

HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

To say that * Hiawatha” is an improvement 
upon Horrors may seem like damping with 
very faint praise, and yet it is about the only 
kind of approval that can conscientiously be be- 
stowed upon the production. Mr. Rice has laid 
the foundation of what might be elaborated into 
a very amusing burlesque, but as soon as wé ex- 
plore the mechanism of the piece it becomes 
paintully appareut that Mr. Rice has taken very 
little pains with it, and has trusted more to his 
memory than to his inventive faculty for the 
comic situations, while in the music there are 
suggestions of ‘‘ Evangeline’? rehashed. The 
idea is a good one, and a fair subject for extray- 
ganza—the wooing of the fair Minnehaha 
by the fascinating Jfiawalha, with all the 
grotesque absurdities that might readily be im- 
agined in such acase. Of course there is a 
rival in the person ofa dashing young Indian, 
and he is aided and abetted in his scheme to 
defeat the lover by a plundering Peace Com- 
missioner, who, with the assistance of 
his myrmidons, manage to carry the day 
for a time through the process of starvation. 
A sort of plot is suggested, but the thread of 
the story is so extremely slight as to be entirely 
lost sight of after the first act. Then the 
dramatis persone! surrender themselves to the 
wildest frolic, striving with all their might to 
produce merriment somewhat after the 
fashion of our old friends, clown and 
pantgloon. It is for the most part very 
forced and dreary fun, as all fun is which is 
not spontaneous. The prevailing street gags, 
and slang of every kind, are interlarded 
throughout the piece in sickening profusion, 
and the audience only obtains an occasional 
respite ffom the contemplation of all this non- 
sense iu some pretty trio, or chorus, or dance. 
It is but justice to the company to 
say that they make] the most of a piece of ex- 
ceedingly thin texture. Mr. Edouin has a fund 
of native humor in him which illuminates the 
stalest of stage contrivances for provoking 
mirth, and it is impossible not to laugh at his 
quaintly comic antics. Miss Alice Harrison was 
sutliciently fascinating as the young Indian 
chief, although toward the close of the piece she is 
obliged to sink into comparative insignificance 
as a plain young swell of the period. Miss 
Louise Searle and Miss Ella Chapman deserve 
favorable mention,—the former for her excel- 
lent pinging and the latter for her clever ma- 
nipulation of the banjo. Mr. W. ZA. Mestayer 
carried the burden of the play upon his 
burly shoulders as Afr. Lo, and really labored 
earnestly to fill its requiremeuts. The choruses 
were unifortwnty weil rendered, and an abuodaut 
source Of mirth was furnished by the introduc- 
tion of the twins, Romulus and Remus (Harry 
Dixey and Louis Harrison), which contributed 
quite an amusing feature of the performance. 
As already said. however, there is little 
else than a mere idea of a burlesque 
presented in the work, which is simply 
a basty improvisation of odds and ends of farce 
and current slang. There is such athing as 
good nonsense, and Mr. Rice hit it once in his 
‘Evangeline.’’ He has not as yet achieved an- 
other success.

There wasa pause in the kaleidoscopic changes 
@hich bave made the G@pancia! situation so exciting 
since the failure of the City of Glasgow Bank. At 
the close of the day there were rumors in business 
circles of senous failures among the cotton brokers 
of Manchester. but they were not authoritative, 
and had no especial iutcrest at any rate for this lo- 
cality/ T The gold, foreign exchange. Government 
bond, stock, and mouey markets showed no 
changes of especial importance. Gold opened at 
100%. advauced te . declined again to . and 
closed at %. The market is kept down by the ex- 
pected arrivais of specie from Enyland. Theamount 
of gold on the way to this country has been puplic- 
ly reported at $1, 200, 000, but this is believed to be 
an underestimate. The true amount bas deen 
calculated at $6,000,000, but thie figure may be 
too high. Next Monday the Syudicate bas to pay 
$3, 000. 000 gold into the Treasury, but the parties 
who manipoulated the last durry will not be able 
to take the same advantage of thie withdrawal of 
gold as of the preceding one. The public has 
had ample notice of this withdrawal, as it did not 
have of the other, and can, if necessary, vrotect 
liseif by presenting called bonds at the New York 
Sub-Treasury for payment. The arrivals of gold 
from Londos will add more to the supply than the 
Treasury takes out.

So far, the effect of the raising of the Bank of 


Eneland rate bas not in this country been what it 
would only a few years ago have been. In Novem- 
ber, 1874, when the extraordinary balance of 
trade that has paid in eaports so large a part of our 
de ut in bonds and securities to Europe had not be- 
gun, the Bank of England raised its rate to 5 
and then to 6 percent. The effect was to cause a 
rapid advance in foreign exchange, and the ship- 
mentof nearly $18,000,000 of specie to London 
within six weeks. Nothing of this sort is to be seen 
now. ‘The finences of this country cannot now be 
raised or lowered by the turn of a screw in London. 
Indeed, by raising its rate of discount the bank 
exerts a much severer pressure on the financial and 
commercial interests of Engiand than on any 
other.

A little curiosity exists in regard to the price of 
whisky at wholesale. It has been quoted active in 
this market, at $1.08 per gallon, for several days 
past, while there is some reason tothink that high- 
wines could be purchased at $1.05',.@1. 06 here, 
and in Peoria at $1.05%,. The matter is so entire- 
ly artificial that we shali suspend quotations for 
awhile. At the same time there is no doubt that 
large sales are made here. A daily product of 
some 30,000 gallons involves the selling of more 
than 700, 000 bels in some way or other. 

‘bere is some talk about sending anotber vessel 
loaded at this port through to England, 

A leading Operator here states that the bank 
troubles in Great Britain have not affected the prod- 
uce trade there exceptin an indirect way. The 
news caused a decline here, and the result was the 
offering of large quantities of grain to English 
bayers at prices which were below those current 
in their markets. In consequence, English buyers 
became scared, dnd will continue to be afraid to 
touch our breadstuffs unicss holders here assume 
more firmness. 

There were rumors yesterday to the effect that 
some 90,000 bu of No. 2 spring wheat had been 
bought in this city to ship, part to Boston and the 
reat to Europe. 

Some of the grain receivers here are endeavoring 
to secure more uniformity in charges for seliing 
grain, and a meeting wiil probably be heid within 
a few days to take action in regard to ii. There is 
some reason to think that the charges do not vary 
so widely as represented. It is easy enough for an 
unprincipled shipper in the country (of course, 
they are not all unprincipled) to say or write to the 
effect that Mr. So and So only charges so much, 
and therefore you should only charge the same. 

The leading produce markets were firmer yester- 
day, with a fair activity in most depariments. Pro- 
visions, wheat, corn, and barley all advanced. 
while rye and oats were firm at former quotations. 
The news from the other side of the Atlantic was 
not particularly encouraging to holders here. but 
New York was stronger all round, being stiffened 
by the stronger tone here. The receipts of grain 
here and elsewhere were not s® large, and there 
was a widespread idea that possibiy the markets 
have been sold a littie too low for the comfort of 
the bears. 

Dry-goods were ordered with fair freedom and 
the market again presented a steady tone. Prints, 
sheeting, shirting, worsted dress-goods, hosiery, 
underwear flanneis, and notions showed the most 
activity. The grocery market was fairly active 
and peices were without quotable change. At the 
revised quotations’ of Wednesday coffees and 
sugars were steady. Sirups gnd molasses were 
moving freely at fully former F. There was 
a quiet market for butter and cheese, and the 
feeling was weak, in sympathy with New York. 
Fish were quoted as before. Excepting mackerel 
thére was a steady feeling. Dealers in dired 
fruits report a fair business in progress, with 
prices generally well sustained. No changes were 
apparent in the oil marker. Trade continues 
good and nearly all descriptions are firm, —turpen- 
tine and linseed especially so. Leather remains 
dull. Tobacco was in good request and firm. 
Nothing new was developed in the bagging, coal, 
and wood markets. 

The cargo lumber market was dull and un- 
changed. The fleet was expected, and, as it is 
promises to be a large one, buyers are inclined to 
waitfor its full appearance, Atthe yards trade 
continues good at the current quotations. The 
solicitors have been called in, and dealers gener- 
ally are trying to adhere to the price-list. The 
wool market was steady under a continued fair de- 
mand from the usual Western Customers. Broom- 
corn was easy, the offerings being large, while 
trade is not fresh, though gaining. Hides, salt. 
and hay were steady. Seeds were quiet and little 
changed from the day before. The orders were 
small, andeasily attended to. Green fruits were 
abundant, and in fair request, but prices were ir- 
regular, the receipts making receivers anxious to 
seli, Poultry and game showed no improvement. 
Both were overabundant. 

Lake freights were moderately act ive and again 
4c lower, 2e being the ruling rate on corn by sail 
to Buffalo. Room was taken for 40,000 ba wheat, 
190,000 bu corn, 28,000 bu oats, and 53,000 ba 
rye.

Farmer Harms’ claim of $30,000 for ex- 
tras on the Court-House work was before the 
Board yesterday, and laid over. His contract was for 
$84,000, but, being ordered to de extra work, 
Architect Egan allowed him $112,000 for the en- 
tire work on the basis of his contract. This was 
not satisfactory to him, and experts were call - 
ed upon by tne Ring to estimate his extras. 
etc., setting aside bis contract, and they figured 
out that he was entitled to $141,000. Commis 
sioner Schmidt, because he used to live next door 
to the Farmer. moved to increase the amount 
$12, 000, but $141,000 was voted. Fitzgerald was 
on the reforẽmm piane then and got out an 
injunction, the expenses of which he has 

died on the county. This is the 

history of the claim in brief, there 
being due the Farmer on the 8141. 000 estimate 
about $30,000, and although Egan has never 
certified to the claim, some of the Commissioners 
have wanted to settle with him on thie basis. 
The only thing in the way of the settlement 
heretofore has been the fact that Harms refused 
to whack up, but now the excuse is that there is 
no fund to draw against. notwithstanding orders 
to the amount of $178.000 have been drawn 
against the same funa for the benefit of other 
contractors on the same work since its exhaustion. 
Without saying anything further about the justice 
of the Farmer's claim, it is safe to say that he will 
never get 4 cent until he comes up to the Ring 
expectations.

PETBR OTT, 
who lives in Lake View, but keeps a saloon at No. 

He testi- 
fled that Lamb, Philo Darphey, Lynnette, Lane, 
Driscoll, Griffin, and Dennis (he knew by sight all 
except Griffin and Dennis, whom he identified by 
their photographs) were at his saloon along about 
6 o'ciock Friday, — * Lamb, Durphev, 
Driscoll, Griffin. and Dennis came in by the side- 
door from Market street and hadadrink. Then 
they went to the front door and had a talk with 
Lane and Lynnette, who had come along. What 
was said seemed to be private. The party then 
separated. Lyanette, Lambo, and Driscoll came 
back and got a drink. Lane stood at the 
door. Then they went off. That was be 
tween 6 and 7. He eaw nothing more 
of any of them until between 11 and 12 that same 
nicht, when Lamb and Melville came in and had a 
drink. Meiville was there before. They went 
away, in ten minutes. They 
seemed inahurry. Lamb was excited. They had 
another drink, and Lamb wanted a dollar, and 
witness gave it to him. Then they went away. 
Afterwards, on Market street, where he went on 
account of hearing some loud talk, he eaw Dris- 
coll and two or three others whom he could not 
identify. He did not see Lynnette's wagon that 
day, nor hear him say anything aboutits having 
been stolen. He had known Lamb about a year. 
He hadn't been around witness’ place for à year 
except a day or two previous to Oct. 4. Witness 
identitied Lane, Lynnette, and Driscoll, and de- 
scribed Durphey as having a growing beard. 

CAPT. O'DONNELL 

related the steps taken to find the owner of the 
horse and wagon, which resuited in the arrest of 
Lane and Lynnette; also the circumstances of his 
visit to Friedberg’s on the evening of the murder. 
and finding the stolen silk there, and arrest of the 
pawnbroker. Friedberg said he knew nothing 
about che sbooting,—tha: he wasn’t there at all, 
but at Jerry Monroe's, and had a glass of beer 
there, and could prove it. Witness was at Mon- 
roe’s, but did pot see him. Afterwards, at the 
station, when Mrs. Harvey had told about 
the man bringing the goods in, and what 
Friedberg eaid, Friedberg admitted that he 
was in the back room of his shop. Lynnette told 
Assistant Superintendent Dixon in witness’ pres- 
eoce that his horse and wagon had been stolen on 
Kinzie street between 5 and 6 o'clock, and Lane 
said he hau deen released from the Bridewe!l! 
Tnursday with Lamb and Melville, but knew noth- 
ing about the team. that he was helping Lynnette 
to hunt for it that night between 8 and 11 or 12. 
Lane also said he saw Driscoll Thursday night. He 
was positive about it. Witness said that Driscoll 
was locked up in the Armory that night. Lynnette 
said that he didn’t see Lane Friday night until he 
came home between 11 and 12 o'clock. Lane de- 
nied having seen any of the parties Friday. Lyn: 
nette admitted that the horse and wagon belonced 
to him. The property found in it was identified by 
Jaffray & Co., of No. 120 Fifth avenue. 

JOUN GILLEN, ' 
a printer, living at No. 29 Illinois street, testified 
that he saw Driscoll] in McMahon's saloon, corner 
of Indiana and Market streets, Friday night, Oct. 
4, dve or ten minutes before 10 o'clock. He had 
known him for twelve or thirteeh years. While 
‘they were talking, Officers Scharck and Whalen 
came in and asked them to take a drink. Then 
they calted Driscoll outside. He came back in a 
few minutes, bat remained only a short time. 
Witness also saw Lamb in the saloon. He came lu 
about 11 o'clock, and sat in a chair and watched a 
game of pool, but said nothing to any one. 

Officer Shanley testified to overhauling the run- 
away horse on State street, and finding in the 
wagon a lot of silk handkerchiefs and a boit of 
cloth. He also gave an account of the visit to 
Friedberg's, and the finding of the silk between 
the trunks. adding nothing to what is already 
familiar to the readers of Tak TRIBUNE. 

JOHN HIMELMAN, 

of No. 67 Sheridan place, and in the music busi- 
ness at No, 179 State street, testified that, while 
walking home on the evening in question, he saw 
a wagon a little backed up to the sidewalk where 
the shooting took place. One man was standing 
at the south end. another at the other end, and a 
third in the wagon, while there was a fourth in the 
middle of the sidewalk,—a heavy-set man, with 
mustache and goatee. He could identify the lat- 
ter, but none of the others. He saw all this when 
about seventy-five or 100 feet away. The shot 
was fired, and when he got to the place fifteen or 
twenty people were ahead of him. He didn't no- 
tice whether any one was standing on the pawn- 
broker's steps. [He looked at ali the prisoners, 
but was unable to identify any of them. | 

John Carney. of No. 478 State street. was sworn, 
but about all he knew was that he heard the shot 
and saw Race being carried into the drug store. 

WILLIAM LARRAMOREB, 

of No. 20 South Jefferson, testified that he was 
two lots and a half away, going north, waen the 
shot was fired. He sawa man run across the street 
in a southeasteriy direction. A yellow animal was 
in front ot him. —a cat or dog, and witness ex- 
pected to hear another shot. The man was about 
live feet seven inches. As soon as he got across 
the street he stopped running and walked north, 
continuing until he reached a double brick build- 
ing, and then he ran east. When the shot was 
fired, witness heard some one say Get up. 
and strike a horse with a whip. He saw 
u man in a wagon turn the horse around and start 
north. He could not recognize him: didu't take 
partteular notice, as he didn't think the man had 
done anything. Witness saw an ochcer lying on 
the sidewalk. Tle stooped down and put his hand 
under bis head, and vot it all bloody. There were 
several standing around, and he said, **‘Why 
don’t you take this officer into the drug-store’’ 
He was the first one who touched Race. 

Officer Murnane testified to having followed the 
horse home, and the arrest of Lane and Lynnette. 
They said they went to bed before 10 o'clock. 
Lynpette stated that the horse was stolen between 
5and 6o'clock, from Kinzie and Kingsbury streets, 
but he had not reported it at the station. 

SYLVESTER LESER, 

of No. 114 Third avenue, a boy who is going to 
school, testified that he was with Larramore. He 
saw aman come out of the pawnshop aad get into 
the wagon, in which there was another, who was 
sitting down. A third man (Race) was near the 
front wheel. When the shot was fired the man 
who had been sitting down jumped off the wagon 
and ran southeast toa lot on the east sidéof the 
street. and then toward the lake. The other 
turned the horse around and drove off. He didn’t 
notice who fired tue shot; nor could he identify 
any of the parties. His companion (Larramore) 
was the first one who touched the officer. Le also 
helped carry Race into the drug-store. He heard 
no one say, My God, an officer is shot.” 
{Harvey had testified that he was the first one that 
picked Race up, and used the remark quoted. | 

The inquest was then adjourned until 1 o'clock 
Saturday.

HENRY GREENEBAUM. 
EXAMINATION FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Tue Greenebaum case was continued before 
Justice D'Wolf at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Edward Bauman, the architect, testified that he 
had examined the German Savings Bank 
Building and considered it worth 856. 000. In 73 
buildings were worth perhaps 29 per cent more. 
In November, 73, the building was worth $80, 000. 
E. S. Dryer, a real-estate man, testified as to 
the value of the groundon Fifth avenue in the 
fall of 1873. He considered it worth not more 
than $600. The witness was examined at con- 
siderable length as to suburoan and urdan 
property. His views were of no special interest. 

Fred 1 the architect and builder, testified 
that the Greenebaum Building in September, 1877. 
was worth not more than $50,000. He thought 
that it was a hich figure. If the sale was made for 
cash he could not tell what it would bring. The 
cost of building such @ structure now would be 
from $55, 000 to $60,000. In 1873 such a building 
could have been erected at from $75,000 to $80,- 
000. He thought $75,000 could have buiitit. It 
would take about eight months to put up such a 
structure. Witness also testified as to the price of 
labor and material in 1875 and at the pres- 
ent time. There was from 8 to 10 ver cent 
of the cost in the stone front of the building. It 
contained about 1,000,000 brick. The cash value 
of the building in 1873 was about $75, 000. 

At this stage there was a lull in the proceedings, 
caused by the absence of Mr. Horton, the Re- 
ceiver, and his papers. The defense admitied 
copies of certain papers, which Col. Juessen read, 
including drafte fer $45,000, with interest at 8 
per cent per annum, made by Henry and David 8. 
Greenebaum, dated Jan. 1, 1875, to Elias Greene- 
baum. 

The draft has never been paid, though the inter- 
est was paid to Nov. 16, 1877. 

RECEIVER HORTON 

was called upon to testify as tothe value of the 
Humboldt Park lots as security for the draft of 
$45,000. He was unable to tell from memory how 
much the lots were worth or how many lots there 
were in the parcel, He could tell hisideas of the 
value from investigation, but would not pretend to 
give their real value. 

Mr. Juessen also put in evidence the declaration 
of trust made by Eiias Greenebaum to the German 
Savings Bank, in December, 1877, relative to the 
Humboldt Park property. There are seventy-five 
lots covered by this deed. There were two other 
declarations of trust, relative to sume property, 
produced by Mr. Horton. The defense said that 
they would produce them in evideuce at the proper 


time. 

Mr. Max Rhode, bookkeeper for George T. Web- 
ber & Co., was the text witness. He went to the 
books and ran over the Greenebaum accounts in 
detail. Nov. 30, 1875, Henry and D. 8. Greerne- 
baum borrowed $5, 000, for which they gave Hum- 
boldt Park lots as security, and also $9, O00 in 
West Park bonds, with sundry other securities. 

The prosecution claimed that the lote given as 
security for the $5, 000 were the same as those held 
in the declaration vi trust. 

Col. Juessen next produced two notes, —one for 
$35,000 from H. Greenebaum & Co. to Henry 
Greenebaum, dated October, 1872, to run three 
years, und another for $35,000, made in the same 
manner, dated the same time. On tive latter there 
was an indorsement on the back of $20,000 re- 
ceived Sept. 21, 1877. In connection with the 
notes there was produced a trust-deed for 140 lots 
in Hansbrough & Haas Subdivision to secure 
three notes, one of which had been paid. This 
was the Humboldt Park property. Col. Juessen 
said that he would show thatthe indorsement of 
$20, 000 was procured by H. Greenedaum by civ- 
ing another note for the amount secured by second 
mortgages not worth half of the amount. Also, 
that woen this $20.000 was paid, eighty-one otf 
the 140 lots were released, leaving only fifty-nine 
lots to secure the 850. 000 still due on the notes. 

Mr. Rhode came back to the books, and showed 
loan to H. and D. 8. Greenebaum of $20,000, 
Sept. 21. 1877, secured by certain notes ana Hum- 
doldt Park lots. The case was then adjourned 
until 10 o'clock this morning. 


DR. THOMAS. 


A PROMINENT METHODIST 

yesterday said that the vote upon the resolution 
censuring Dr. Thomas should not be understood to 
represent the relative strength of the adherents 
to and the opponents of that gentieman’s theol- 
ogy. Taking the ministers of the Conference 
right through, there was not a single one who im- 
dorsed the course pursued by Dr. Thomas or who 
considered that he had squarely met the iseue pre- 
sented to him by the Conference in the resolution 
requesting an explicit statement of his intentions 
for the future. First, it will be remembered, 
there was a resolution asking him for this state- 
ment. The vote on this stood 99 to 34 or nearly 
three to one. Of those who voted in the negative 
many were personal friends of Dr. Thomas, who 
did not have the heart to wound bis feelings, while 
the remainder was made up of those who felt that 
stronger measures saould be taken. 

There was a dramatic scene in the secret session 
of the Conference wuen the Bishop requested the 
members who felt that Dr. Thomas’ published 
sermons had created dissension in their parishes to 
rise und say so briefly. One after another gthirty- 
two ministers rose and gave it as their solemn con- 
viction that his influence had been pernicious. 
Finally, whenthe hour of adjournment approached, 
the Bishop said: 

‘* Brethren, I would like to hear from all the 
members of the Conference on this question, both 
fur and against, but the hour is growing late. I 
will therefore call upon all those members who 
think in the same vein as that which we have just 
heard to rise. 

He haa no sooner said this than almost the en- 
tire Conference rose as one man. The effect was 
electrical, ana a great surprise uw all. Dr. Thomas 
himself, who was there, was doubtless more sur- 
prised than any one. His eyes filled with tears, 
and the whole Conference was greatly affected. 

On the following morning be presented his let- 
ter, and then the matter was referred to a commit- 
tee of three to examine Dr. Thomas on the chief 
points of his belief. That committee presented 
two reports. The mipority report was made by 
Eider Gray, of the Rockford District. It declared 
that Dr. Thomas had utterly failec to satisfactorily 
answer the questions of the committee. -Then, 
as will be remembered, a substitute for botn 
reports was ollered by the Rev. Dr. Jeweit, 
deciaring that, while Dr. Thomas had conducted 
himself unsatisfectorily in theological matters, 
still the Conference would take no action for the 
present, trusting to his promises to do better in tne 
future. This resolution was carried by a vote of 
84 to 17, und of those seventeen quite a number 
voted in that way, velieving that more severe action 
should be taken, Eider Gray himself being one of 
them.

SEXTON. 

The County Board neid an adjourned meeting 
yesterday afternoon, all of the members present. 

A communication was read from P. J. Sexton, 
Court-Honse contractor, in which the history of 
his contract was reviewed at considerable length, 
and in which he claimed that-the other contractors 
had delayed him. In conclusion, he gave notice 
that heshould ciaim damages, etc., without speci- 
fying any amount. Referred. 

Mr. Bradley introduced a resolution providing 
that, since Sexton had been delayed. 'hé be granted 
an extension of time to ul his contract to save him 
trom any liabilities to the county.

The Hospital Committee reported on sundry 
bills, among which was one for tilling the hospital 
grounds, amounting to $1,227, which was reported 
without recommendation. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the Board go into 
Committee of the Wuole to consider the matter. 
and the motion prevailed, Mr. Burling being calied 
to the chair. . 1 

Mr. Wheeler’ contended that since the work had 
been performed it ought to be paid for; yet if the 
contractor had exceeded the orders of the Board 
in the matter, there was a question as to how much 
he should be paid. 

Mr. Senne said the Board had ordered Warden 
McLaugtilin to see the work stopped at a certain 
stage, and he was opposed to paying for anything 
done after that time. The trouble had been in the 
past that contractors would go on and perform 
work just as they pleased, and the Board would 
pay their bills, which was one of the reasons that 
the county’s debt had been piled up, a nd the thing 
ought to be stopped. He was opposed to paving 
for any work done after he had been ordered to 
stop, and Mr. Spofford agreed with him, and was 
in favor of closing down on such a system of doing 
business, and wanted the bill placed on file. 

Some further discussion followed. in which 
Warden McLaughlin was called upon for an ex 
planation as to why he had not stopped the work 
when ordered. He was lengthy, if not satisfacto- 
ry. The reason he had not peremptorily stopped 
the work when ordered was that the grounds were 
covered with stagnant water, and the continuance 
of the work was absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Bradley spoke on the subject, and moved 
the allowance of $1,000 in settiement of the claim. 

After a lengthy wrangle it was agreed to refer 
the bill back to the Committee, and tne Board con- 
curred in the recommendation.

Mr. Fitzgeraid was in favor of economy, but 
thought the proposed change would make an abor- 
tion of the Gourt-House; besides it would not be a 
public saving.

would have no use for the fourta story, and he did 
not believe the county would. 

Mr. Spofford was fearful that three stories would 
not meet the public want, and hoped there would 
be no unde baste in passing on the matter, and 
that the Board im its action would not lose. sight of 
the fact that the county was growing rapidly. 

Mr. Ayars Was of opinion that the diagrame of 
the building showed that with the fourth story 
there would de oniy a few rooms vacant. and he 
wanted the whole business referred to the Com- 
mittee on Pablic Buildings and Public Service. 
ana Mr. Bradiey concurred. 

Mr. Wheelet was opposed to any change being 
made at this late day, and the resolutions were 
finally referred. 

Mr. Meyer introduced a resolution empowering 
the Committee on Publie Charities te hire and a 
up new quarters for the occupancy of the County 
Agent.

They were metat the depot by Companies 
Band C, of the First Regiment, and were oy them 
escorted to the new armory of the First. on Jack- 
sop street. ring to some misunderstanding not 
a member of the drum corps was out; conse- 
quentiy the march was quiet aud void 
oi enthusiasm, 80 far as noise was concerned. 
pon reaching the armory, the Chickasaws were 
told to make this their headquarters during their 
sojourn in the city. They stacked arms upon the 
lirst floor, and then marched in a body, thirty-five 
strong, to the Palmer House, in time for breakfast. 
lt might be well to mention in this connection 
that Mr. Potter Palmer has tendered to the mem- 
bers of the Chickasaws free quarters at his hotel 
so long as they choose to remain in the city. 

Yesterday was devoted to rest and seeing 
Chicago, In the evening the boys as- 
sembied at the armory to witness the 
reguiar weekly drill of Company C, their 
old rivals, and they expressed their 
admiration of the performance in strong terms. 
A little laterſthey were invited by the Exposition 
managers to attend the big show., which invi- 
tation was accepted by all, and they appeared to 
enjoy themseives. 

The Chickasaw Guardsleft Memphison the 15th 
of last August. Since that time they have given 
exhibition drills in St. Louis, Indianapolis, and 
Other cities, sending the proceeds, together 
with the $300 they won as a second prize in the 
tournament at St. Louis, amounting in all fo 
nearly $1,500, to the yellow-fever sufferers of 
their own afflicted city. It would be folly for them 
to return to Memphis for some time to come, and, 
aithough they have been treated everywhere in the 
North with dniform kindness, they have incurred 
more or legs expense in transportation, etc. They 
will give an exhibition drill in White Stocking 
Park this evening for their own benefit, to assist 
them in defraying their expenses, which 
will be the frst compensation they have 
received in the two months they have 
been out, every dollar of their gross 
receipts heretofore having gone back to the South.

TREASURER BAETZ. 


The Supreme Court of Wisconsin Spoils a 
Democratic Campaign Document. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Oct. 17.—The case of the 
State vs. Henry Baetz, instituted by the Re- 
form ’’ Administration of old Bill Tavlor, has 
been finally decided by the Supreme Court, aud 
the decision is a complete exoneration of Mr. 
Baetz. The tacts are these: Baetz was State 
Treasurer and made a deposit of $10,000 of 
State funds in the Bank of Madison, then under 
the manageinent of J. L. Hill. Simeon Milis 
(who had formerly owned the bank in question) 
was Treasurer of the Wisconsin Huspital for the 


insane, locafed at Madison, to which a large ap- 
98 jad been made by the Legisiature. 
Vhile this appropriation was due and unpaid the 
bank (in 1874) became insolvent, and was on the 
verge oMbankruptcy. Treasurer Baetz intended 
to draw his funds from the bank, but, by the 
intervention of Mills, gave to him (Mills), as 
Treasurer of the Asylum, a check on the bank 
for the amount of the deposit. Mills accepted 
the check, and received from Hill securities to 
that amount to protect him from loss. ‘The 
bank failed, and, in the bankrupt proceedings, 
Mills was compelled to turn the securities over 
to the Assignee in bankruptcy under a decision 
that the assets given to him as security belong- 
ed to all the creditors, and that the transaction 
was in fraud ot the other creditors. The question 
then came up whether Baetz or Mills was a de- 
laulter to the State, and while A. Scott Sloan, 
under Gov. Taylor's Admiuistration, was At- 
torney-Geveral, he brought suit against Baetz 
for the amount of this deposit. Tne Supreme 
Court holds that when Mills, as Treasurer of the 
Asylum, accepted the check of the State 
Treasurer on the Bank of Madison, the liability 
of the State Treasurer was discharged, and the 
loss must fall un Mule. The following is the 
complete syllabus of the decision of the 
Supreme Court. The suit was against Baetz 
and his suréties, andthe case has been very 
largely discussed during every political canvass 
since it origipated: 
Sate ps. Baetz and Others. 

1. If the State Treasurer pays an appropriation 
before the time of payment appointed by iaw, or 
without the Warrant of the Secretary of State 
when such warrant is required. he will be liable 
for any 1 2 resulting to the State from such 
irregular payment. But where such a payment of 
a iegisiatiye appropriation for the State Hospital 
for the Insane was made to the Treasurer of said 
Hospital, who was the persou appointed by law to 
receive it, dud was receipted for vy him in his om 
cial character, and used by bim to pay claims 
against the Hospital for whose payment the money 
was by law appropriated, and the amount paid was 
placed to the Treasurer's credit in the books of the 
Secretary Of State (even if irregularly): Held, 
That the State Treasurer, after the money became 
by law due and payaole to tae Hospital Treasurer, 
was not bound to refund the amount to the State 
Treasury, and bis failure to pay over the same to 
his successor in office was not a breach of his offi- 
cial.bond. 

2. The Hospital Treasurer received the State 
Treasurer's bank check as money, and, after the 
appropriation became legally payable to him, re- 
ceipted to the State Treasurer forthe amount as 
money. lle ioaned the check as money to the 
bank on which it was drawn, and received from 
the oank, to secure the loan, collaterals, on which 
he collected a gum of money exceeding the amount 
of the check, and with such money took up orders 
duly drawn on him as Hospital Treasurer for lia- 
bilities of the Hospital. The Assignee in Bank- 
ruptcy of said bank recovered from him the amount 
so collected on the collaterals. Held, That he re- 
ceived and expended the money as Hospital Treas- 
urer, and relleved the Stave from all liability on 
the demands for which sueh orders were issued; 
and his mental election to consider the money 
collected on the collaterals as held by him for the 
Assignee, if such Assignee should recover the 
same, and the Hospital orders as his individual 
property,” could not change the legal character 
and effect of his acta.

The oil men have 
employed able counsel, and will make a strong 
light ior their riguts. It is said suits will be 
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commenced against the Ohio Railroad Company 
and the Connellsville Railroad Company, who 
are also charged with discriminating against the 
oil-producers.
